Cloth World’s 
Fabric-Lined 
Country Basket 

Design and Instructions by 
Cloth World 

Materials Needed: 

Marking pencil/pen 
Basket with handle 
Tissue paper or brown paper 
1-1/2 yards (45” wide) print 
or solid fabric. 

NOTE: Yardage indicated 
is for medium-sized willow 
basket. Yardage will vary 
depending on size and type 
of basket chosen. 

Scissors 
Tape measure 
Ruler 

Sewing machine or needle 
and thread 
40” (1/2” wide) elastic 
Iron 

1-1/2 yards rick rack or trim 
of your choice 
6 (5”-8” in height) muslin 
farm animals. We chose 
cows and dressed them as 
a family. 

Fabric and trim/lace 
remnants to dress animals 
Novelty accessories (to adorn 
animals) such as mini jingle 
bells, buttons, ribbon roses 
Aleene’s Tacky Glue™ 

For pattern for bottom basket 
liner, trace bottom of basket onto 
paper. Add 1/4” around for seam 
allowance before cutting pattern. 
For accuracy, place pattern piece 
inside of basket to see if it fits 


properly. On 45” fabric, position 
pattern piece and cut; set aside. 

For sides of liner, measure 
inside depth of basket to outside 
at desired finished length. Add 
1/4” for seam allowance and 1” for 
hemming. Record measurement 
here __. 

For fullness around basket, 
measure around basket and 
multiply 1-1/2 times that mea¬ 
surement. Record measurement 
here_. 

On 45” fabric, mark your 
length and width measurements, 
as noted above and cut. To form 
the two halves of basket liner, cut 
strip of fabric in half to accommo¬ 
date the basket handles. 

For fabric ties, cut four strips 
(3-1/2” x 22” long). Serge or hem 
(narrow-rolled) the edges; set 
aside. 

For elastic measurement; fit 
elastic snugly around the widest 
part of the basket and cut. Cut in 
half evenly; set aside. 

Stitching and finishing 
- Take both basket liner 
halves, and with right 
sides together, stitch 
each side half way 
up. To finish 
remaining seam 
allowance, turn under 
and stitch. This will be 
the opening around the 
basket handles. 

To attach sides to 
bottom, run two 
gathering stitch¬ 
ing lines along 
bottom of bas¬ 
ket liner 
strip (at 


opposite end of opening for han¬ 
dles). With right sides together, 
gather evenly to fit the basket 
bottom piece. Stitch in place. 

To hem at top of basket liner, 
turn under 1”, press and stitch. 

You may wish to edge liner 
with trim or leave as is. 

To stitch elastic in place, on 
wrong side of top of liner, mea¬ 
sure 1” down. Stretch elastic and 
pin to fit fabric width and stitch 
into place. Stitch second piece in 
same manner to other side. 

For fabric ties, take each 
strip, pleat or fold (approx. 1” 
width). Line up to top edge of bas¬ 
ket liner (with right sides togeth¬ 
er) and stitch in place. 

Dress muslin animals with 
bandannas, trims or simple gath¬ 
ered and tied clothing (see photo¬ 
graph). Glue muslin animals onto 
basket handles, as shown. ■

18” grapevine wreath

checked ribbon

Quilt house ornament 
Scissors 
Cotton batting 
(24” x 14” piece) 

Bag of Poly-fil™ 

5 large black buttons for 
eyes and buttons 
3 small black buttons 
for mouth 

12-15 assorted dark buttons 
Christmas tree checked 
fabric 

Needle and black thread 
Pinking shears 
Felt squares - 1 each of red 
and orange 
Birch branch for arms 
Blush (optional) 

Q Pattern - page 53 


Wrap wreath with ribbon and 
secure on back with glue. 
Remember you can use a glue 
gun for an instant hold, but use 
Aleene’s Thick Designer Tacky 
for an everlasting hold. Make a 
multi-loop bow with remaining 
ribbon and glue to right side of 
wreath. 

Remove jute hanger from 
house ornament and set aside for 
later use. Glue house to center 
of bow. 

Cut snowman from cotton 
batting, using pattern provided. 
Glue edges together, leaving top 
open to stuff. Allow to dry. 

Stuff with Poly-fil and glue 
closed. 

Glue two large black buttons 
in place on snowman for eyes, 
three large black buttons down 
front for jacket and three small 
black buttons for a mouth. Glue 
assorted buttons, in several clus¬ 
ters, around wreath. (Refer to 
photo for placement suggestion.) 

Cut a 2” x 12” length of fab¬ 
ric and tie around snowman’s 
neck for scarf. 

Cut several 2” squares of fab¬ 
ric and stitch around edges of 
each with black thread. Glue to 
snowman and to ribbon wrap¬ 
ping wreath. (Refer to photo for 
placement suggestions.) 

To make hat, use pinking 


shears to cut a piece of fabric 10” 
x 12”. Glue long sides together 
to make a tube. With needle and 
thread, gather 1” from tip of hat. 
See diagram on page 53. Gather 
again 5” from first gather. Roll 
fabric at bottom to form a cuff 
for hat. Stuff inside, lower por¬ 
tion of hat lightly with Poly-fil 
and glue to snowman’s head. 

For nose, make a small cone 
with orange felt, stuff lightly and 
glue to snowman’s face. 

Cut apart birch branches, 
make a small hole in each side of 
snowman and insert branches 
for arms. Glue to secure. 

Cut four small mitten pieces 
from red felt, using pattern pro¬ 
vided. Glue two pieces together 
and insert jute (from house orna¬ 
ment) at wrist of both mittens. 
Hang mittens from one branch 
arm. 

If desired, highlight snow¬ 
man’s cheeks with blush. ■ 
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INSTRUCTIONS 



Cut poster board and fabrics 
as directed on patterns. Cut from 
fur: 

(1) 1-1/2” x 22” strip (for 10-1/4” 
caroler’s dress) 

(1) 1-1/2” x 19” strip (for 9” carol- 

(4) 1-1/4” x 3-1/2” strips (for cuffs) 

NOTE: Use a 1/4” seam 
allowance throughout project. For 
each caroler, glue poster board 
dress along straight edges, over¬ 
lapping 1/2” to form a cone. Let 
dry. 

Fold one straight edge of fab¬ 
ric dress to the wrong side 1/4” 
and glue. 

Apply glue to top, bottom and 
back of cone. 

Place the fabric dress on cone 
by starting with the straight raw 
edge along lapped edge of cone. 
Work the dress around the cone 
and overlap the 1/4” folded edge 
over the raw edge. Apply glue 
under folded edge of fabric dress. 

To apply fur around bottom 
edge of dress, turn both long 
edges of fur under 1/4” and hand 
baste or glue. Hand baste or glue 
fur to bottom edge of dress. 

Apply fur on one short edge of 
each sleeve in same manner as in 
step 6. With right sides together, 
sew sleeves along long edge. Turn 
right side out. 

Fold chenille stems in half 
and slip one through each sleeve. 


Fold 1” from top end of each 
sleeve (see Figure 1 on page 53). 
Put folded end in top of cone (see 
Figure 2 on page 53). 

With right sides together, 
stitch around entire head fabric 
pieces. Clip curves, (or use pink¬ 
ing sheers). Cut a small slit in the 
back of head, turn right side out. 
Stuff head with fiberfill until 
firm. Whip stitch slit closed. 

Draw eyes and mouth on 
front of head as indicated on pat¬ 
tern piece. If desired, use a small 
amount of powder blush on 
cheeks. 

For hat, turn fur under 1/4” 
along straight edge and hand 
stitch or glue hem. Gather along 
curved edge, pulling thread tight. 
Stuff inside hat with fiberfill. Sew 
or glue hat to head, matching 
“X’s” on hat and “X’s” on face. 

Tie ribbon around neck with 
a bow in front. 

Use black marker to write 
words and musical notes on 
poster board song book, or make 
a photo copy and glue to card¬ 
board. Bend arms at elbows and 
glue hands to book at “X’s” 
marked on book. (Music should be 
on the outside cover of book).

Round neckline and bottom 
edge of sweatshirt, using a round 
object (plate or bowl). Cut off 
excess fabric. 


Cut 12 (1”) widths of ginger¬ 
bread fabric, cutting on each 
check. You will have 12 (1” wide 
x 58”) lengths. Sew strips end to 
end overlapping ends so you have 
three lengths each approximately 
230”. 

Glue the three strips together 
at one end to secure and begin 
braiding entire length, keeping 
tension even. Tip: Use a pin or 
clothespin and attach to a chair 
or bed so you have something to 
pull against while braiding. 
Prevent strips from getting tan¬ 
gled by rolling each strip in a ball 
and holding with a rubber band. 

Starting at lower side seam, 
glue braid to raw edge of sweat¬ 
shirt using OK To Wash-It. Glue 
braid to lower edge of sleeve in 
same way. 

Try on jacket and position 
gingerbread doilies to each side 
near shoulder seam. Apply Tack- 
It Over and Over to backs of 
doilies and allow to dry 12-24 
hours. NOTE: Tack-It Over and 
Over allows for removal of doilies 
before laundering. If desired, add 
shoulder pads. 


Button Covers 

Embellish resin gingerbreads 
with red, black and green paint 
for eyes, buttons, hearts, etc. 

You do not need to paint the gin¬ 
gerbread body. 

Attach resin gingerbreads 
to button covers using a glue 
gun and let set. Remember you 
can use a glue gun for an instant

2”square sponge 
Delta Renaissance Adhesive 
Plastic fruit (assorted sizes

Dip sponge into adhesive. 
Sponge adhesive onto fruit. 
Leave some small areas without 
adhesive, allowing the color of 
fruit to show. Let adhesive dry 
until it no longer looks milky. 

Cut a 4” square of gold, cop¬ 
per or silver foil. When possible, 
hold fruit by stem. Apply foil, 
shiny side up, to fruit. Press 
and rub into surface with your 


fingers. Continue this process 
until foil covers all adhesive. You 
may mix colors of foils, applying 
two or three foils to a fruit. 
(Example: Lightly apply gold 
over apple, leaving some adhe¬ 
sive areas untouched, then apply 
silver over remaining adhesive.) 

Brush on sealer. Let dry. 
Make bow with a hanger loop 
from ribbon. Glue bow to fruit 
using Tacky glue. 

Ornament foiling suggestions- 

For a country look, apply copper 
foil over red apples and other 
assorted fruit. Glue on raffia bow 
and loop for hanging. For an ele¬ 
gant traditional look, apply gold 
foil over red apples, yellow 
pears, and other assorted fruit. 
Glue on 1/8” metallic gold bow 
and loop for hanging. For a con¬ 
temporary look, apply all three 
foils to a fruit. Cut a 2” - 3” 
square of each foil. Rotate using 
these three squares of foil on a 
piece of fruit, until all adhesive 
is covered. (A second coat of 
adhesive can be added to exist¬ 
ing foil for a layering effect. 
Remember to wait until adhesive 
no longer looks milky before 
adding second or third layer of 
foil.) ■

Pour a generous amount of 
Reverse Collage glue on plate. 
Apply glue liberally to a 6” area 
on inside of container or globe 
using brush. Place napkin 
squares over glue. Do not over¬ 
lap napkin pieces. It’s easiest if 
you follow a horizontal line 
around the container and build 
row upon row. NOTE: For hur¬ 
ricane globe, place a piece of 
tape around the middle to act as 
a guide. Rows were started 
from the middle, working out 
toward either end. Brush 
another application of glue over 
placed napkins and continue 
process until pattern is com¬ 
plete. Glue will dry clear. 

Having completed the inside 
design, you may begin immedi¬ 
ately working on the outside. 
Trace outline of each napkin 
“tile” with 3-D glue. If your 


pattern lines aren’t perfect, 
don’t panic! Aleene’s 3-D 
Foiling Glue will cover a multi¬ 
tude of flaws. Allow to dry at 
least 24 hours (48 hours in 
areas of high humidity). The 
glue is dry when clear in color, 
although it will remain “tacky” 
to the touch. 

Apply foiling to raised lines 
formed by 3-D glue. Simply 
follow directions found on foil¬ 
ing package. NOTE: Apply 
foil to edges of glue also. A 
paper clip, triangular pencil 
grip or other pointed objects 
works great for making sure 
the foiling has covered every 
crevice before it is peeled away. 
Your mosaic masterpiece is now 
complete. The addition of fresh 
look flowers or pillar candles 
is a nice finishing touch. Or, 
place your pieces where an 
abundance of light can reveal

Yes, there is something 
delightfully infectious about their 
name and their look. As Sinatra 
might put it: "Gloobie doobie do..." 
- sorry I can't help it. 

Actually, despite all this friv¬ 
olity it looks as though the folks 
at U.S. Star have a (soon-to-be) 
serious success story on their 
hands. 

Recently, I spoke with Jerry 
Bach, President of U.S. Star, Inc., 
a liquid adhesive and chemical 
packaging company out of Dallas, 
Texas, who said that the Gloobies 
"stopped the show" when they 
were introduced at the Association 
of Crafts and Creative Industries 
show in July. Their booth show¬ 
cased an ark full of Gloobies. 

But how does a firmly estab¬ 
lished company decide to go in 
such a different direction? 
Remember that old saying "neces¬ 
sity is the mother of invention"? 
Well, that sort of applies here. 
Jerry told me that the Gloobies 
came to life because U.S. Star 
wanted an exciting way to use 
their colored glue sticks (which 
were introduced in January, 1994). 
They were, in a sense, driven by 
the market to create this product. 

General Manager Jim James 
and designer Kim Nail were put 
on the case and began discussing 
the different creative possibilities. 
The next day, as Jerry related it, 
Kim came in with the Gloobie 
prototype — a puppy dog which 
Jerry described as a "cute, lovable 
creature" made from "blobs of 
glue." From that moment on, they 
all agreed that this concept was 
well worth pursuing. 

Oh, but that distinctive name 
was not their original name. No, 
at first, they were christened the 


Blobies. But somehow that just 
didn't sound right. In fact, it 
sounds more like another sequel 
to that Steve McQueen 50's hor¬ 
ror movie. 

Fortunately the name trans¬ 
formation, as Jerry explained it, 
went from Blobies to Globs to (it's 
made from) Glue to (then why not 
call them) Gloobies. All this 
Madison Avenue stuff took awhile 
but a rose (or a Gloobie) by any 
other name would not smell as 
sweet...

When you first see the 
Gloobies, the wild colors immedi¬ 
ately jump out at you.

"they did animals in their own 
natural colors." But once they 
made a purple frog for fun, "that's 
when the creative juices started 
flowing." 

You'll eventually be able to 
create your own Gloobie safari in 
an unbelievable kaleidoscope of 
colors. According to Jerry, there 
are 10 designs on the market now 
with 400+ on the way. 

So the finished creation is 
terrific but what about the cre¬ 
ative process? Well, Jerry noted 
that "the best part is how much 
fun people have making them." 

Every Gloobie Kit includes 
everything you'll need to complete 


the project featured on the front 
of each package: 

•simplified instructions

Jerry said that either a high 
temp or low temp glue gun may 
be used.

Lay banding on wax 
paper or paper towels to thor¬ 
oughly glue back, using paint¬ 
brush or roller to apply. Press 
banding along top edge, easing 
bottom edge. The glue will seep 


around edge and through lacy 
holes. Simply blot with paper 
towel, pressing gently. 

Apply Decoupage glue to 
back of doily. Allow doily to 
absorb glue. It will begin to curl 
as it absorbs the moisture. Apply 
in center of cone. Press doily 
gently, blotting excess glue 
which seeps through holes and 
pressing out the air bubbles. 
Press from center out. Allow to 
dry. 

Apply Decoupage glue to 
back of image scrap and to sur¬ 
face of doily where image scrap 
will be applied. Allow paper to 
absorb glue (it will begin to 
curl). Apply image scrap to cen¬ 
ter of cone. Press image to sur¬ 
face using brush, fingers or 
paper towel to blot and press out 
excess glue. Watch for wrinkles 
as glue dries; gently press to 
remove. Allow to dry completely. 

Coat the entire cone with a 
Decoupage finish. Allow to dry to 
clear finish. 

Glue tassel to tip. Glue rib¬ 
bon to form a loop handle by glu¬ 
ing at opposite points inside 
cone. Remember you can use a 
glue gun for an instant hold, but 
use Aleene’s Thick Designer 
Tacky Glue for an everlasting 
hold.

2” resin figure 
Small piece of cardboard 
(optional) 

Floral moss 
Green acrylic paint 
Small paintbrush 
Pick of small flowers 


2 Glue resin figure inside cup, 
a little less than halfway in. 
Allow to dry completely. NOTE: 
A small piece of folded cardboard 
can be inserted between the 
resin figure and top of cup to 
hold in place while drying. 

3 Spread glue around the 
saucer, inside bottom of cup, 
around figure and small area on 
top rim of cup. 

4 Pull moss apart & place 
small pieces in glue. 

5 Dilute green paint 
with water and dab at 
moss for a grass like color. 

6 Remove flowers from 
pick. Glue one flower on 
top of cup and remaining around 
saucer. See photo for placement. 


Shoulder Pad Earrings 


Design and Instructions by 
Patti Martin 

I Cut fabric away from foam of 
shoulder pads. Use caution 
and cut along the edges in order 
to have as much fabric as you can. 

2 For template, draw desired 
design onto cardboard. Use 
shapes such as circles, tear 
drops, ovals, etc. NOTE: Make 
sure the shoulder pad fabric is 
large enough to cut out four 
designs. Cut out template. 

3 Place template on fabric. 

With disappearing ink pen, 
trace around template to create 
four patterns. Cut fabric out 
slightly larger than template. 

Lay fabric pieces aside. 

4 Trace template onto cardboard 
four times and cut out. 

5 Apply glue on backside edge 
of cardboard. Place unglued 
side of cardboard on wrong side 
of fabric and fold edges over on 
glued side. NOTE: For a puffy 
look, cut foam padding from 
shoulder pad and glue to 


cardboard. Repeat for remaining 
three pieces of cardboard. 

6 Glue two pieces of fabric cov¬ 
ered cardboard with fabric 
back to back. The fabric and 
design will then be on both front 
& back of earrings. Allow to dry. 

7 Embellish as desired with 
dimensional paint. Allow to diy. 

8 Glue earring backs on using 
Jewel-It Glue.

I For bread dough, remove and 
discard crust from one slice 
bread. Break the bread into 
small pieces and place pieces in 
plastic cup. Add one tablespoon 
glue to the bread and mix with 
craft stick until a coarse ball 
forms. 

2 Remove ball of dough from 
cup. Knead dough in your 
hands for five minutes or until 
smooth and pliable. If the dough 
is too coarse, add a little more 
glue. The dough will stick to 
your hands until it becomes 
smooth. 

3 Blend dough completely until 
smooth and clay-like in 
consistency. Store uncolored 
dough in a small zip-top plastic 
bag. Bread dough can be stored 
overnight in refrigerator. 

4 For tortilla, flatten a small 
ball of uncolored dough into a 
1-1/2” diameter circle. Fold 
tortilla in half, leaving open 
slightly to fill. 


5 Divide dough into four balls. 

Color the balls red for toma¬ 
toes, yellow or orange for cheese, 
burnt umber for hamburger and 
green for lettuce. 

6 For lettuce and cheese, press 
dough through garlic press or 
clay tool. Place into tortilla.

Secure with glue or threaded 
needle. 

Make five folded leaves using 
2-1/2” (6.3 cm) lengths of gold 
metallic plaid ribbon for each 
leaf. Mark center of ribbon from 
edge to edge. Fold each diagonal¬ 
ly to center; see figure 4 on page 
52. At lower edge, fold each side 
of ribbon to center, see figure 5 on 
page 52. If desired, hand gather 
lower edge with threaded needle. 
Secure lower edges with glue or 
needle and thread. Trim away 
excess ribbon; see figure 6 on 
page 52. 

Glue one gold plaid folded 
leaf between each petal on side of 
star with contrasts; see photo for 
placement. Glue rosebud in cen¬ 
ter to conceal all raw edges. Glue 
8” (20.5 cm) loop of 1/8” (3mm) 
metallic gold ribbon to tip of one 
point inside fold. 

To form rosette, using 12-1/2” 
(32 cm) of plaid ribbon, tightly 
gather ribbon along one edge 
evenly from each side. Twist wire 
ends together to make a gathered 
circle (see figure 7 on page 52). 
Overlap raw edges. Tack with a 
small amount of glue to hold. 

Trim away excess wire. 

Tie a bow using 5/8” (15mm) 
red taffeta ribbon. Trim ends in 
an inverted “V” shape. 

On reverse side of star, glue 
gold plaid rosette in center. Glue 
small taffeta bow in center of 
rosette. 

Other ribbon projects are

4. Remove pencil from hole. Fold 
gold cord in half and tie ends 
together.

5. Starting at the hanger hole, 
apply a fine line of glue around 
circumference of ball. Place holi¬ 
day cord trim in the glue and 
place on the jar until completely 
dry.

8. Brush one or two coats of 
Glaze-It over front of earring. ■

4. For lambs wool, crush extra 
fine noodles into small pieces. 
Apply Thin-Bodied glue to small 
areas of lamb body. Sprinkle 
crushed noodles over glue, press¬ 
ing lightly. Shake off excess noo¬ 
dles. Repeat until lamb body is 
completely covered. 

5. For tail, glue small shell in 
place at back of rigatoni noodle. 

6. For hanger, glue elbow maca¬ 
roni to back of lamb. Allow to dry 
completely. 


7. Paint lamb’s head, ears, tail 
and legs black. Paint body off 
white. NOTE: Apply thin coats of 
paint so noodles do not become 
soggy. 

8. Thread bell onto ribbon. Tie 
ribbon into bow, centering the 
bell. Glue bow at elbow macaroni 
hanger. Thread cord or monofila¬ 
ment through hanger and tie. ■

3. For glasses, leave 2” excess 
wire at beginning. Wrap gold 
wire loosely around pointer finger 
to form first loop and then around 
middle finger for second loop. To 
give each loop more stability, 
wrap each end of wire through 
closest loop. Place glasses on face 
and curve wire ends up, under 
rim. Refer to diagram on page 52 
for placement. Place a continuous 
bead of glue on upper half of can 
at base of rim. Be certain wire is 
covered. For Santa, place a 3” 
piece of mop over glue and press 
firmly. For Mrs. Claus, place a 3- 
1/2” piece of mop over glue. Glue 
1/2” of both mop ends over rim to 
side of can. Press firmly. Glue on 
eyes. 

4. For Mrs. Claus’ hair, wire ends 
of three (17”) lengths of mop 
strands together, 1/2” down from 
end. Loosely braid, wiring strands 
together 1/2” from end. Starting 
at middle of braid, glue to upper 
center point of rim. See photo for 
placement. Bring both sides of 
braid a little over half way down 
each side. Continue to glue, turn¬ 
ing braid back up toward center 
top of can. Cross braids and tuck 
ends underneath. Trim ends if 
necessary. For hanger, tie 11” 
invisible thread, fishing line or 
gold cord into loop and glue knot 
under braids in back. 

5. For Mrs. Claus’ collar, fold 
under one end of lace 1” and glue. 
Overlap glued end with raw edge. 
Glue bound edge of lace together 


and glue lace to outside rim of 
can. Glue bow to lace at chin. 

Glue pearls to sides of hair. Allow 
to dry. 

6. For Santa’s beard, cut 9-10 
pieces of mop into 6” lengths. 

Line mop pieces side by side until 
they are 2-1/4” wide. Sew down 
middle, either by hand or 
machine, making sure each piece 
of mop is caught. Unravel both 
sides of mop. Place glue along 
beard area of can. See diagram on 
page 52 for placement. Match 
beard line on can to thread line 
on mop. Fold beard at stitching 
line and glue in place. 

7. For mustache, unravel a 6” 
strand of mop so you have three 
strands. Tie one strand around 
center of remaining strands. Glue 
red pom pom at center of knot 
and glue to can. See photo for 
placement. 

8. For Santa’s hair, glue one 
strand of mop on top of can, start¬ 
ing at beard level on one side 
going over top of can and ending 
at beard level on opposite side of 
rim. Glue two more strands close 
together, moving toward back of 
can. When glue is dry, unravel 
unglued ends. Trim hair and 
beard to desired length. 

9. For hat, glue 8” length of felt to 
8” side of paper twist. Turn piece 
over and place a bead of glue on 
wrong side of brim. Starting at 
mid point of brim (on backside) 
glue to mid point of Santa’s hair 
(rim area). Wrap both ends 
around can, overlapping and 
gluing in back. 

10. For Santa, twist open end of 
hat closed and tie off with thread 
or wire. Bend hat down to brim 
and glue in place. Glue white pom 
pom over wire. 

11. For Santa’s hanger, tie 11” 
strand of invisible thread, cord or 
fishing line in knot to form loop 
and glue knot into back seam line 
of hat brim. ■

7. For hamburger, take pea size 
pieces of dough and roll between 
your fingers. Place into tortilla. 

8. For tomato, flatten red dough 
and cut into a 1/2” diameter cir¬ 
cle. Make indentations with a 
toothpick. Cut tomato in half. 
Place into tortilla. 

9. Allow to dry overnight or until 
completely dry. 

10. Brush on Right-On to seal 
and protect.

1. Brush Bead Easy Clear 
Adhesive on plastic fruit. 
NOTE: Work in small 
areas. 

2. Apply Bead Easy beads. 

3. Cover with wax paper, 
press beads to single 
layer.

Fusible Web 
Instructions 

Lay fabric with design onto 
ironing surface, wrong side up. (We 
suggest using a hard surface such as 
a masonite or wood cutting board. 
We have found that ironing on a 
hard surface allows firmer bonding). 
Lay piece of fusible web on top of 
fabric with glue web (rough side) 
against fabric. With a hot iron, iron 
by setting and lifting. Iron only for 
a few seconds. You only want to 
transfer web of glue to fabric, not 
melt it. Over ironing at this point 
tends to make the paper backing 
hard to remove. To make cutting 
the appliques easier, leave paper 
backing on fabric. Carefully cut out 
desired design. 

To apply fabric appliques to 
garment, carefully peel paper back¬ 
ing from fabric and arrange on gar¬ 
ment. Use a hot iron to iron on 
appliques, holding the iron on each 
area of applique for approximately 5 
seconds. Do not over iron. If you 
hold iron on the applique too long, 
the glue will tend to migrate to the 
iron. This results in too much glue 
on the applique and not enough glue 
on the garment, which will allow the 
applique to loosen from the garment 
when washed.
